To-day has been set as the 
date of the "Whirlwind Cam- 
paign" staged by the Y. M. C. A. 
for the students of Asia. The 
matter has been fully explained 
in other issues of "McGill Daily" 
and it only remains for those 
in charge to ask the students to 
give the appeal of the canvassers 
their careful consideration and 
hearty support. The collector 
will be ready and glad to explain 
to you anything you may wish to 
know concerning the use to be 
made of the moneV given, or the 
past work achieved by the McGill 
Mission in Ceylon. 

Is McGill going to let it be said 
that the students of Dalhousie, 
McMaster and other colleges far 
smaller than she is knew how to 
give, while she did not? Show a 
bit of the spirit of self-sacrifice, 
fellow-students, and help to 
make this campaign a success. 



From time to time, during the past 
four years, lists of the fatalities 
among McGill men as well as the 
decorations accorded them have been 
complied and published. It has been 
practically impossible, however, to 
have a complete list owing to the fact 
fnat the numbers were Increasing 
daily. 

Since the signing. of the armistice 
it has been possible to revise former 
accounts and many additions have 
been made, as well as changes, made 
necessary because of ' news received 
ajnee the cessation of hostilities. 
There have been statements issued 
regarding some of tho men who were 
formerly reported as missing, many 
of whom have since been repatriated 
whereas it has been necessary to list 
some as "lklled In action." The pre- 
sent list includes the names of more 
than 300 McGill men, who have been 
killed. 

Many of the decorations Have been 
awarded since the signing of the ar- 
mistice and the list has been swelled 
accordingly. There are many men who 
had received honours and decorations 
but, as those who received them were 
sltuafed in places far apart from one 
another, and many were never men- 
tioned in the Canadian reports, it was 
almost impossible to secure a com- 
plete account of them. Further news 
of these has been received and, with 
a few possible exceptions, the list is 
practically* complete. There have been 
two V. C.'s and a multitude of other 
decorations' awarded McGill men. 

It required a great amount of work 
to complete the lists as they now are 
and much time was spent upon them. 
All reports concerning the war, up to 
November, 1918, are now at hand, so 
that it may be assumed that the 
future additions to the present list 
will be very few. 

The Annual, which will appear 
next month, will pubMsh these lists 
for the first time and is bound to be 
of interest to everyone. In addition 
to the accounts- of fatalities and de-

Llttlt, Beverley Robinson, R. A. F., 
will deliver his lecture, "Escaped— 
After 2Vt Years in Nine German 
Prisons," at Windsor Hall, to-night. 
Lieut. Robinson, who was the only 
Canadian-torn officer in any branch 
of the service to escape from Germany 
during the war, will give an absorbing 
recital of his prison experiences, which 
Includes a close-up view of several 
notorious commandants and a descrip- 
tion of the ruses which he and some 
fellow-captives adopted in their breaks 
for liberty. The final adventure which 
brought Lieut. Robinson and a com- 
rade safely to neutral soil is told with 
especially graphic touches. The lec- 
ture is delivered by permission of the 
Air Ministry and under the patronage 
of the Governor-General. Professai- 
Stephen Leacock will take the chair at 
8.30 and introduce Lieut. Robinson. 
Lieut. Robinson' is a son of the late 
Christopher Robinson, K.C.. the emin- 
ent jurist, a grandson of the late Sir 
John Beverley Robinson, Bart., Chief 
Justice of Upper Canada.and a nephew 
of Hon. John Beverley Robinson, at 
one time Lleut.-Govero.or of Ontario.

"I saw in one of the newspapers 

that the Canadian troops used in 
the army of occupation were solely 
volunteers. There was no volunteer- 
ing as far as the rank and file were 
concerned. We come In complete 
units, such as complet e batteries, 
brigades and divisions. 

Was Prisoner in Germany 
Major Hugh N. Fraser, past stu- 
dent, who has returned to his home 
in Ottawa, has an interesting war 
record.

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Editor McGill Daily:— 

Dear Sir, — You published in the 
columns of Friday's issue a letter 
with reference to compulsory milit- 
ary training at McGill, under the sig- 
nature of "Canadian Field Artillery." 
The opinions expressed in this letter 
are so far away from the ideal for 
which the world is, at the beginning 
of this post-helium epoch, striving 
that it is impossible to let it go by 
without some comment. 

Firstly, he mentions the fact that 
the gymnasium classes are viewed 
with anything hut favour by the 
Junior years. .Might I ask how much 
[more popular would be the 0. T. C. if 
carried on as an obligatory course of 
training? If this was looked upon un- 
| favourably by the student body in 
general in a time of war, when Buch 
a measure was a necessity, how much 
I greater is the feeling against it in a 
I time when peace is a reasonably as- 
I sured measure. Even if the course 
1 were commenced as a voluntary one in 
tho coming session it is doubtful if a 
I sufficient number of men in the whole 
N University would show enthusiasm 
towards it. 

Although never having had the 
.privilege of participating in the actual 
' fighting I am also desirous that there 
be no war in this country. Every 
normal individual, no matter whaj he 
may be, is. That was at least super- 
flous. Now he makes the sweeping 
statement that the only way to avoid 
the fate of all great states of the past 
who nave lost their military virtues, 
and have therefore disappeared, is to 
be prepared. Allow me to put forth 
an argument along the lines of his 
sentence mentioned above. Germany 
lu 1914 was prepared, at least as well 
us she knew. She had a system of 
military training par excellence. Even 
before her manhood had reached the 
university they . were thoroughly 
schooled in military tactics. To rea- 
son further along his lines, since 
this is the only way to escape anni- 
hilation, then Germany has escaped 
it and is to-day a great and glorious 
power.

ciples which have placed Great Britain 
the premier world power and have 
placed the Allies where they are to- 
day. These are not the views of any 
one indlvldual,'but of many men both
